A TEN-YEAE-OLD HEBOINE. 
The death of President Carnot rccalled 
to the Troy Times that about a month be- 
fore a medal bearing the insígnia of the 
Legion of Honor was p resen ted by the 
French Government to Jennie Creek, the 
little ten-year-old miss of Milford, Cler- 
mont county, Ohio, who saved the train- 
load of World's Kair passengers on the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis railroad last summer. While walk- 
ing along the track she discovered that 
the trestle across a deep ravine was on 
fi re, and the World's Fair express, with 
scveral hundred passengers on board, was 
nearly due. With remarkable presence of 
mind the little one tore off her red flannel 
petticoat, ran down the track unti! she 
came in sight of the approaching traïn 
and waved her skirt as a dangerous sig- 
nal. A number of French passengers 
were aboard the train. They called the 
attention of the French World's Fair 
Commíssioner to the incident, and he in 
turn laid it before President Carnot. The 
French Government communicatcd with 
Governor McKinley, of Ohio, and through 
him learned the child's address. Upon 
learnïng it, President Carnot at once for- 
warded the medal given only in recogni- 
tion of acts of heroism.
